Th e first train ou t of Catalonia’s 
capital city since th e beginning of th e 
tragic ev ents th ere reach ed th e French 
frontier last nigh t, bringing censored 
and plainly inex act newspaper ac­ 
cou nts of th e insu rrection and of th e 
conditions in th e ou tly ing parts of Cat­ 
alonia. 
Th e rest is sh rou ded in my s­ 
tery . Sev eral cf th e smaller cities are 
reported to be in th e h ands of th e rev ­ 
olu tionists and many v illages h av e pro­ 
claimed th e district a repu blic. Troops 
are being steadily distribu ted th rou gh ­ 
ou t th e rebelliou s districts, and bar­ 
ring new seriou s ou tbreaks, th e insu r­ 
rectionists ev entu ally will be forced to 
capitu late. It is said th at th e au th ori­ 
ties are determined to cru sh th e in­

Sou th America of Depu ty Alejandro

Du ring th is period th ere was a de­ 
crease of $5,290,7 7 3 in wh isky tax re­ 
ceipts as sh own by th e preliminary re­ 
port of th e internal rev enu e bu reau , 
ju st issu ed. 
Wh isky tax collections last y ear 
were $134,8 68 ,034, as against $140,158 ,- 
8 07 for th e preceding y ear. 
Th e re­ 
ceipts of beer and oth er fermented 
liqu ors amou nted to $57 ,456,411, a de­ 
crease of $2,351,205 compared with 
1908 . 
Th e nation’s tobacco bill, h owev er, 
sh owed an increase. Th e gov ernment 
tax on all sorts of tobaccos aggregat­ 
ed $51,8 8 7 ,17 8 , an increase of $2,024,-

The 
action of Thomas Knotts, known as 
the “may or,” but only president of the 
town board, in closing the saloons, 
immoral resorts and gambling houses, 
was brought about when the “may or” 
and the phief of police received let­ 
ters frcm Governor Marshall, say ing 
that if they did not put forth an effort 
to stamp out vice in Gary that he 
would see that the laws were enforced. 
Chief of Police Martin then received 
his instructions from “Mayor” Knotts 
and with four officers deputized for 
that purpose the start cn the cleanup 
was made. All blind tigers, gambling 
resorts and resorts were ordered to 
close and in the last named places the 
inmates were told to pack their bag 
and baggage and get out of town. The 
officers even went as far as to order 
the penny slot machines in cigar 
stores taken out. 
“Frcm now on,” said Chief Martin, 
“Gary will be a Sunday school town. 
All forms of vice must go, no m atter 
what it is. 
The citizens and news­ 
papers have made a big cry and now 
w’e will give them what they want. 
Hereafter if any person can show me 
where they can get a drink or gamble

Outside cities and towns are gener­ 
ously sending in contributions to be 
used in alleviating the sufferings of 
the homeless and destitute. The num­ 
ber of casualties has not yet been de­ 
termined, but hundreds of injured per­ 
sons are crowding the hospitals. 
The latest estimates are that 20,000 
buildings were destroyed, these includ­ 
ing banks, the stock exchange, the mu­ 
seum, government edifices and facto­ 
ries. While at present it is impossible 
accurately to state the losses, these 
are given roughly at several million 
yen. It is feared that some of the in­ 
surance companies wrill fail as a re­ 
sult of the heavy losses they will have 
to pay. 
The conflagration lasted more than 
twenty-five hours, and today the burn­ 
ed section presents a deplorable sight. 
The streets of the city are very nar­ 
row and the houses were mostly of 
wood construction. 
Under a strong 
breeze, therefore, the buildings were 
easy prey for the flames which jumped 
from one to another with great rapid­ 
ity. Once hope was almost abandoned 
that the conflagration could be arrest­ 
ed. 
The 
firemen 
fought valiantly 
against the odds of lack of water and 
high wind, and many of them fell un­ 
conscious while working bravely at 
their posts. Had not the water supply 
been curtailed by the existing drouth 
it is believed the fire would have been 
quenched without great damage. 
During the fire the greatest confu­ 
sion prevailed among the spinning 
girls in the factory quarter, but fortu­ 
nately no serious loss of life occurred 
there. 
The belongings of the people who 
were able to save anything from their 
burning homes are piled in great heaps 
along the railroad tracks from Osaka 
to Kobe, where they were removed 
when the fire broke out. 
An area of over four miles square, 
containing some of the city’s hand- 
! somest structures, including the Bud­ 
dhist temple, the largest in the world, 
was entirely burned over before the 
fire was brought under control. 
The 
j stock exchange, which was one of the 
most important in this country, was 
destroyed. 
This loss, it is believed, 
will tend considerably to dislocate the 
business of Osaka, which, with Its 
manufacturing concerns, is one of the 
chief commercial cities of J apan. 
The emperor Is deeply concerned 
over the disaster, and it is believed he 
j will make a generous donation to the 
j relief fund, and that his action will 
be 
* quickly followed by gifts from charita­ 
ble people and institutions.

Cowes, Aug. 3.—One of the most im- 
| pressive and spectacular events that 
Cowes, accustomed to naval pageantry, 
ever witnessed, was the first official 
visit of the Russian Emperor Nicholas 
to 
England. 
King 
Edward, 
with 
most of the members of thé royal fam­ 
ily, put out on the royal yacht Victoria 
and Albert and met the Russian im­ 
perial yacht Standart and the squad­ 
ron of warships acoompanying it off 
Spit Head. 
Emperor Nicholas immediately went 
on board the British royal yacht, 
where he was greeted by King Ed­ 
ward, and after the monarchs had par­ 
taken of luncheon, the Russian squad­ 
ron with the Victoria and Albert lead­ 
ing the way, reviewed the British 
fleet. 
The British 
had 
150 ships 
aligned in three files between Cowes 
and Spit Head. 
There were twenty- 
six battleships, of which seven were 
dreadnoughts, sixteen armored cruis­ 
ers and eight other cruisers, forty- 
eight 
torpedo boat destroyers, and 
shoals of submarines. 
Besides the 
worships 
there 
were 
hundreds 
of 
yachts of all kinds, from the largest 
steamer to small sailors, at anchor. 
All were dressed in flags, and when 
the Russian squadron-started its cruise 
of inspection the warships fired a sa­ 
lute of twenty-one guns, which made a 
tremendous din and covered the wat­ 
ers with a haze of blue smoke. 
The Russian squadron was made up 
of the imperial yacht Standart and 
its consort, the Polar Star, and the 
big lead-colored cruisers Admiral Mak- 
ahoroff and Rurik, and two torpedo 
boat destroyers. 
The British sailors 
and marines manned ship as the in­ 
spection squadron passed through the 
lines. 
All the British bands played 
the Russian national anthem. 
The measures taken to safeguard 
Emperor Nicholas make him seem like 
a prisoner of state, when compared 
with other royal personages who have 
visited Cowes during regatta week. 
The Standart dropped anchor between 
two battleships of the Dreadnought 
type which are surrounded by other 
naval vessels, while small boats patrol 
about the visitors constantly. 
Scot­ 
land Yard has 100 detectives at Cowes 
and the Russian police department has 
an equal representation. The emperor 
will remain aboard ship during his 
visit except for a brief trip ashore to 
the Cowes naval school Wednesday 
morning.
